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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The Declaration filed on 09 Januar>' 2007 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered but is 
ineffective to overcome the Evans (US Patent 6,577,746) reference. While the draft application submitted 
with the Declaration demonstrates conception of the claimed subject matter and antedates the Evans 
reference, the Declaration does not show due diligence. The Declaration does not explain whether the 
draft application was prepared in chronological order and, if not, why not [see Bev v. Kollonitsch , 806 
F.2d 1024, 1028, 231 USPQ 967, 970 (Fed. Cir, 1986) (attorney must prepare applications 
chronologically, unless another application was taken up out of turn in order to contribute to preparation 
of the application under examination)]. In order to establish whether or not Applicant has due diligence, 
more details pertaining to particular dates and activities with respect to the time period between the initial 
receipt of the draft application by Fuji and the filing of the Japanese application. 

Finally, on page 5 of the Declaration, Applicant does not use the specific language set forth in 37 
CFR 1.68 which is that "all statements made of the declarant's own knowledge are true and that all 
statements made on information and belief are believed to be true." Thus, the Declaration is defective in 
this regard. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 09 January 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Since Evans is still considered prior art for the reasons set forth above, the finality of the 
office action mailed 09 August 2006 is maintained.
